Eespoosibje Gov- 
ernment, and as such was a high-haud- 
ed proceeding — one that the Houise 
ought to mark with its strongost cen- 
sure at the very tirst opportunity. Let 
no one misunderstand our position with 
respect to tlie proposition itself.,; The.

the House. Tho Local . Government;

The e 
aurual pilgrimages, full of sincerity and 
respect, and depositing flowers, wreaths, 
cherubim and seraphim in graves, tombs, 
and mausoleums, constitute tho religion 
of tho dead. There was tho usual num- 
ber of emblems jihiced by tho public on 
tho resting iilace:. of oelobrities, lost to 
sight, but to memory dear, numan grief, 
according to Baron Ilaussraan, dies out 
in the casj of private iudividuulaaftor tho 
lapse of thirty-five years, that is to say, 
graves then co'Jimonce to bo deserted. 
Macauley assorts an iiiroctionato niomoiy 
docs not e.vteiul back even to a grandta- 
tlior. "t)! for the touch of a vanished 
hand, and the sound of a voice that la 
still," cannot ropresont a lively grief ."or 
those strangers to both. En the early 
))art of the- eleventh century, AH Saints' 
])iy was a time of rejoicing; but it has 
liecomo gloomy in being aupersedtMl by 
ilie feto of tiie dead, said to be peculiarly 
ill harmony with French ai;d Italian in- 
stincts. The ancient Gauls had tho cus- 
tom of depositing food in the graves of 
tho departed every New Year's day. Mod- 
ern Guuls deposit bonbons and jireKents 
on drawing-room tables instead. An im- 
portant trafliu is carried on during the 
preaeut periid in grave wreaths, imtuor- 
tollos and beaded wire ciowns; these 
emblems ai i> iUo.-.ly iiiado by jirisoners, 
and box is lar;;ely onioloyed for tho pnr- 
poso, being ehi'ap, and i)resorviiig well. 
JJiix replaeo's palm and olivo branches on 
Palm Sunday, iiiul why not immortelles 
ou All Saints' Day '^ Boing bitter, tho 
loaves of box are reported to be employed 
iu tho jfroduetion of French beer, instead 
of I ops, just as logwood replaces gra[)('s 
ill wiiie at. eight sous the ijuart. The in 
lialutaiits of tlio Jura— all iiiountaitieers, 
iir<^ t ey-makers— employ tho long Winter 
evenings in turning toys and household 
utensils out of boxvyood imported from 
Sardinia or the Belearic Isles, where it 
grows as a tree; it is thus that Paris is 
Hiiiiplied with wooden forks and spoons, 
buys with tijii.s and skittles, ^'irld with 
liair-jjiiis and cumb.s, and devotees with 
beads. — J'liris h'll,:r.

tho night. 

A dispatch from Vienna says advi- 
ces have boi!n received from Kliokaud 
that Gen. KaulViaiui is roceiviiig rein- 
forcements, which will be continued 
until he has an eilective force ot , 00,- 
000 men. Insurgeiits still number 
25,000. 

London, Dec. 10. — Tho official 'Ga- 
zette' gives tho procluiuatiou summon- 
ing Parliament to assemble on Feb. 8, 
1876, for dispatch of diverse urgent 
and important affairs. 

Pauis, Doc. 10. — In tho Assembly 
to-day the balloting for lifo Senators 
was resumed. The following were 
elected by tho Right; Gens. d'Aurello 
do Paladiues and I. Ghangarnier. 
By tho Left: Gens. Troybault and Chan- 
7,j, Admirals Pothnau and Fourodon, 
and M. Krantz, Duclerc, DeLasleyric, 
Corne, LaUoulay(>, Hugm' Foubert, Wol- 
oioski, St. Hilare, Casimer Perrier, Cor- 
dier, Picard and Moville. The success 
of the Left is attributed to tho aujiport 
given it by th'e liogitimatists and Bona- 
partists. 

London, Dec. 11.— A telegram from 
Berlin says all tho members of the Liber- 
al party in tho Reichstag have signod an 
interpellation asking the government for 
information in regard to tho loss of tho 
Deutschland. In addition to this, a 
motion was made in the Beiohstag for 
the introduction of a measure pro^'iding 
for official enquiries into casualties to 
German shipiung. 

London, Dec. 10. —.\t tho inquest at 
Harwick yestenlay, Capt. Brickenstein 
testified that ho signaled passing vessels 
(luring .Monday, but none answered. 
Jurymen and others admitted his signals 
of distress wero seen at Harwich. A 
juryman stated that the ser.inan did not 
feel bound to risk their lives and go to 
tho rescue, having no lifo boat. The 
Times of this morning says these facts, if 
unexplained, cast disgrace on the Eng- 
lish name. 

The total number of liven lost on the 
Deutschland are seventy-eight. It is 
mnv ascertained that the crew numbered 
O'J, of whom I t were drowueil. 'The Cap- 
tain admits that ho was an hour and a 
quarter out of his reckoning. The Steam- 
er Mosel takes her surviving passengers 
to New York.

One man committed suicide by cutting 
tlio veins in his arms, Sweed, saved from 
the wreck of the Schiller, was ilrowned.
